DR. S. A. SUMBY’S CASE, 


MR. LEWIS DISCUSSES THE QUESTION, 


Mr. Eprror: In your last issue 
you stated, that Dr. S. A. Sumby 
was arrested and charged in the po- 
lice court as being an ungegistered 
Pharmacist. This was an errog in 
the infomation, which I took advan- 
tage of by an argument on the mo- 
tion to change the record which the 
Judge over-ruled, bat subsequent- 
ly after reading the law carefully, 
admitted that he agreed with me 
in its construction. This changed 
the charge to that of having an an- 
registered pharmacist in his em- 
ploy, as provided in section 2nd of 
the act of June ’78, which reads as 
follows : “That it shall be unlawful 
for the proprietor of any store or 
pharmacy to allow any person ex- 
cept a registered pharmacist to 
compound or dispense the presecrip- 
tions of physicians, or to retail or 
dispense poisons for medical use, 
except as an aid to, and under the 
immediate supervision of a regis- 
tered pharmacist. Any person vi- 
olating the provisions of this sec. 
tion, shall be deemed guilty of mis. 
demeanor, and on conviction there 
shall be liable to a fine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars, nor more 
than one hundred for each and 


every such offence.” It is suffic- 
ient to say, that the informa- 
tion was first based on the 


welfth section of the act instead 
of the second, charging him 
with being an unregistered phar- 
macist, which the court upon augu- 
ment ordered to be changed. This 
act also provides that the Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia, 
shall appoint five residents of the 
District, three of whom shall be 
pharmacists and two physicians, to 
be styled and known as the Com- 
missioners of pharmacy, who shall 
have the power to register any per- 
son upon a satisfactory examina- 
tion. Although the object of this 
act was to regulate the practice of 
pharmacy in the District. There 
are at least three fifths of those con- 
ducting business as pharmacist, 
who have not complied with the 
provisions of this law. With re- 
to my client, he has complied 

with the law in every respect.

WAGES OF FARM HANDS. 


Interest mg Statistics from the Agri- 
cultural Department. 

The monthly statistical publication of the 
agricultural <@partment for May contains a 
comprehensive statement of wages paid to 
farm laborers in all parts of the country, 
based upon what Mr. Dodge, the statisti- 


cian of the department, believes to 
be entirely trustworthy data. It was 
found in 1866 that the average for 


white labor was $23 per month without 
board and $15.50 with board. An accepted 
estimate of thirty years before made $9 per 
month, with board, the average cost of farm 
labor. In i869 the rate for labor paid fully 
in cash was $235.15, a reiuction having o>- 
curred in the West, some decline in the Kast, 
while in the South an advance had resulted 


from increasing efficiency in labor and 
rising confidence in its reliability. In 
1875 a further decline had occurred, 


the reduction in six years being from $32.08 
to $20.96 in the Hast, from $28.02 to 2.12 in 
the Middle States and from $27.01 to $25.00 
in the West. in the following periods of cu- 
mulative effect of the depression, culminati 
in 1879, there was much labor unemploy 
an excess of rural laborers, an abnormal re- 
duction of wages, from which a gradual re 
covery resulted, which, in 18%2, had raised 
the rate to the level of 187/—quite up to it in 
the Western States.

The amount of labor seeking employment 
in agriculture at the present time is unusually 
large, yet there are many localitics in almost 
erery section of the country in which there is 
more or less complaint of scarcity. A major- 
ity of the reports received, however, indicate 
exceptional abundance of labor in the 
rural districts rather than the opposite 
condition. Among the causes assigned the 
most important isthe curtailment of opera- 
tions in manufacturing, mining, iron work- 
ing, railroad building, lumbering and other 
fadinotrion the low price of produce and in 
some localities.a tailure of thecrops, by which 
the ability of farmers to emplery labor has 
been diminished coincidenta'ly, with an in- 
crease in the amount of Jabor offeriuz. 

As regards colored labor in the South the 

ports are,in many cases, favorable, not- 
withstanding the complaints as to the unwil- 
lingness of colored men to work, their dispo- 
sition to hang around towns depending on 
occasional jobs, and other faults enumerated 
by many correspondents. Some correspond- 
ents testify to increased industry on the part 
of the colored people, but attribute it to hard 
times and a more urgent necessity for indus- 
try as the alternative to starvation. 

The report closes with the practical sugges- 
tion that in the manufacturing towns and 
cities offices be opened either by the labor un- 
ions or by benevolent citizens, through which 
communication. may be opened between un- 
employed city workmen and farmers needing 
help, s> that a reputable and worthy city /a- 
borer may have the means of making known 
his true character, instead of starting out on 
foot at a venture, subject to the risk of being 
mistaken for a profes;ional tramp.
